' THE REPLY TO PRESIDENT WILSON. 


London, February 18, ~ 


The Daily digil says it is understood that the Alies*teply to 


President Wilson says that the circumstances strrounding.’ the Inui 


proposal-of January could not be ignored and the Council perforce 
was compelled to make decisions in the voluntary absence of 
America’s representative. It points out that the effectiveness of the. 
December proposals will be validated if President Wilson will, 
indicate how they can be carried out. 


AN OBSCURE SITUATION, 


London, February 18. . 

It is understood that the Allies’ Note to President, Wilson has 
been delivered to the United States Ambassador in London. So far, 
the situation is obscure, because the Allied negotiations, which are 
secret, have been intermittenly broken by a succession of rugjours 
and unauthorised reports and the publication in Paris of one original 
draft, the replies to which were subsequently revised. 

"It now appears that while the final text upholds the Franco- 
British proposals of January 20, its tone is most conciliatory, 
studiously avoiding any ground for wounding American susceptibil- 
ities. 

Mr. Lloyd George, at yesterday's sitting of the Supreme Council, 
insisted on the necessity for the utmost urbanity of form and 
language. . . : 

As regards the so-called intervention, Lord Grey, in the Times, 
points out that he.has interviewed Mr. Chamberlain as regards the 
untoward results of any dispute with. the United States. Unques- 
tionably the issue is the most momentous since the cessation of 
hostilities, involving the future bonds of Anglo-American friendship.

Typhus is raging and 
the Allicd warships at Sebastopol are unable to evacuate the 
population owing to the absence of authority from their re- 
specuive Governments, and no ports are available to accomo- 
date the refugee. «+

The Presidentrof the Suez Canal 
Company has informed H.M.Am- 
bassador in Paris that the Board 
of Directors have decided that as 
from March 1, 1920, dues on ships 
passing through the canal inj 
ballast will be lowered "to Fre.

ACCOMMODATION AT ST. JOHY. 
An arrangement has been made 


betwen the Immigration Depart. |- 


ment, Canadian Government, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
the Canadian Pacifle Ocean 
Services, Ltd., to provide accom- 
modation for C.P.0.S. liner 
passengers landing at St. John, 
A.B, A new building will contain

NOVEL DECISION IN THE

value of the German ship 
Valeria, captured by a British 
vessel in Norwegian  terri- 
torial waters and subsequently 
sank. His lordship decided that 
the Valeria was captured in error 
in good faith, and, that being so, 
the British Government was not 
liable ta make good the. loss, 
It was not resonable to give 
enemy owners a privilege that 
would nat be given"to neutral 
owners.

Henry granted leave to appeal.

WHAT BOMBAY DOES. 


The annual meeting of the 
Bombay Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals and 
the Bai Sakarbsi Dinshaw Petit 
Hospital for animals was "held 
recently at the Office of Sir D. M. 
Petit, Hornby Road, Bombay, Sir 
Jamsetji Jejeebhoy presiding. 

The report of the executive 
committee of the society and 
hospital for the year 1918 was 
submitted to the meeting. It 
stated: During the year under 
report 5,831 prosecutions were in- 
stituted and convictions . were 
obtained in all the cases except 4. 
Only in two cases the accused 
were sentenced to undergo rigor- 
‘aus imprisonment, one of 6 weeks 
and the other of Lf days. During 
the year 1918” there were 
1,028 cases dealt with. OF these 
LUZ] cases related to using unfit 
animals for work, 7 cases 
of ill-treatment of herses, as, 
cruelly whipping and thrashing 
with the handleof the whip, oF 
starvation. In-one case the owner 
was charged for starving his horse 
tideath, The offender was con- 
victed and sentenced to undergo 
six weeks’ rigorous imprisonment 
by the honorary magistrates 
presiding at the Mazagon Police 
Court. Oat of all these cases 
there was only one acquittal. 

NIGHT PATROLS, 

In their patrol by night the 
society's agent brought to book 
during the year 435 persons for 
using unfit horses, THrre were 
4.714 prosecutions against. the 
owners and drivers of bullocks 
for iil-treating and using un- 
animals. 11 persons wete pros- 
ecuted for using the animals in 
mortar and oil’ mills with great 
cruelty. Constant complaints 
baving reached the society about 
the ill treatment of pigs 
railway stations special attention 
was paid hy the agents tw the 
same. It was .very difficult to 
bring these offenders tu book as 
they changed their venue every 
time by landing them at 
different Tailway stations, 
in order to .e¢vade detection. 
Several cases were nevertheless 
handled and convictions were 
obtained against 17 offenders, and 
those ‘convictions had a salutary 
effect. Thus instead of these 
animals being tied as formerly to 
a single pole, an ingenious device 
has now been adopted. by the pur- 
veyors of the animals by which 
they are carriel in a sort of 
“dooly” made of two parallel 
bamboos and gunny-sack attach- 
ment. which to a great extent 
minimises the cruelty. . 

The society's attention was 
drawn to the cross cruelty per- 
petrated on six pigs by its owner 
hy allowing them to remain on 
the platform of the G.1.P. Rail- 
way, Byculla Station, fof over 18 
hours without food and water. 
The consignee, although informed 
of theirarrival. did not take charge 
of them. In consequence of this 
callous neglectallthe six pigsdied. 
The owner of these animals was 
prosecuted and was fined Bs. 50 
by the honorary magistrates at 
Mazagon. 

The ‘standardised baskets in 
which fowls are brought from up- 
country stations for the Bombar 
markets have considerably reduc- 
ed the cruelty to which 
these birds were at ane 
time exposed. A decided improve- 
ment.is visible in this ¢onnec- 
tion, but further improvemet is 
necessary by introducing baskets 
of larger dimensions for birds 
brought from long distances 


‘|such as Hyderabad and other 


distart places, and the attention 
of the Government and the var- 
jous railway administrations 
would profitably be drawn to this 
point. .
